“Tuberculosis deaths in Colum bi­ 
ana county for the first six nonths 
of P42 num bered 20. aecording to 
figures just released bv the Colum­ 
biana County Public H ealth league 
These are ony the deaths which 
occurred within Ihe lim its of oiu 
county”, indicated Archie 
Dalton 
executive secretary oi the 
Health 
league, “and do not include deaths 
of county residents who have die-' 
outside of our county in tuberculosis 
institutions. ’ 
Tbcre has been an average of 3C 
-tea<hs 
from 
tuberculosis 
in 
our 
rnunty for the last 10 years, ran g ­ 
ing from 30 deaths in 
19 32, 
19 36. 
and 19 38 to 45 deaths in 19 35. 
“It would be 
foolhardy”, 
said 
Dalton, “to draw anv conclusions 
when comparing the num ber 
o 
deaths from year to year; but when 
the figures of the deaths are viewed 
over a ten year period, it can 
be 
readily discerned tha t there 
has 
been no decrease in 
Columbiana 
county, wheras in the 
State 
oi 
Ohio and the country as a whole 
there has been a steady decline. 
“The reason for such 
a 
poor 
shewing on the part of our county 
Is undoubtedly due. in part, to th' 
lack of the necessary hospital and 
medical facilities 
to 
com bat 
the 
disease. 
W hen persons are discov­ 
ered with tuberculosis, 
im m ediate 
treatm ent can not be instituted be­ 
cause of the lack of funds in the 
county treasury to hospitalize them 
Many never enter a sanatorium at 
all. 
“They are left at nome to 
con­ 
tinue their 
every day 
activities 
which may cause their condition to 
become worse. 
They also are al­ 
lowed to come into close contact 
with their family, friends, 
feilow- 
workers and 
neighbors, 
pel haps 
spreading their disease to unsus­ 
pecting victims thereby m aintaining 
and increasing the num ber of new 
cases of the disease.

(By A ssociated P ress) 
DETROIT, Aug. « .—Max Stephan, 
first person in !5® years to be con­ 
victed of treason in 
the 
United 
States, was 
sentenced 
in federal 
court today to be hanged. 
U. S. D istrict Judge A rthur J. 
Tuttle directed tha t Stephan. G er­ 
m an-born American 
citizen, 
he 
hanged on Nov. 13, 19 42, w ithin the 
walls of the federal detention pris­ 
on at Milan, Mich. 
Stephan was convicted in federal 
court nere of aiding the flight of 
a Nazi flier escaped from a C ana­ 
dian concentration camp. 
"The life of this traitor. Max 
Stephan, is less valuable than the 
lives of our loyal sons which are 
being given in the 
cause 
of 
the 
United S tates,” said Judge T uttle 
in pronouncing sentence. 
“We have been too soft, to the 
extent of b’lng mushy. There are 
too m any in the sob squad and 
too few in the fighting squad. This 
is no ordinary war. We talk of sol­ 
diers and we think of death not in 
figures of thousands but in figures 
of millions. If the lives of m any of 
our boys are to be taken to help 
such a cause, this court should not 
hesitate to take the life of one 
traitor if it, in turn, will help tha t 
same just cause. 
D eterrent To 5th Columnist 
I Judge T uttle said, before he pro­ 
nounced U» § sentence that he asksd 
himeelf, “will the sentence of death 
be a greater deterrent than any 
other to fifth columnists who also 
want to adhere to G erm any?” 
"The court sees only one answer," 
the Judge said. 
It is the affirm a­ 
tive. Dialoynl citizen* know even 
better than the court does tha t a 
prison sentence to life is "Itgible to 
pardon after 15 years and afi» n that 
after the war such prisoners usu­ 
ally are paroled or their sentences 
commuted.” 
Judge Tuttle said it was now Im­ 
possible to impose a sentence that 
would “teuch Max Stephan a lesson 
so he wouldn't do It again." 
He said, "there was nothing more 
that Stephan ccuid have done in 
Ihe way of helping 
H ans Peter 
Kiug (the escaped pilot) get back 
to Germany."

M anufacturing com­ 
pany but had not worked for sev­ 
eral days due to his sickness. He 
worked a t one time, a num ber of 
years ago, in a Salem Men’s cloth­ 
ing store. 
He is survived by his wife, the 
form er Mrs. R uth Burson, whom 
he m arried in 19 27; one sister, Mrs 
Ralph Crook of Lisbon, and two 
adopted sons, Dale E., now a pri­ 
vate in the U. S. army, and Rockn* 
at home.

H elp For Sm all Towns 
In re-dlstributing physicians for 
civilian work there is going to be 
considerable unhappiness. There is 
a Florida town, for instance, the 
population 
of 
which

jumped 
from 90 to 2.000, and there isn’t a 
doctor in the place. T he ratio of 
doctors to patients in New York is 
about 1 to 5C0 
This will m ean that 
doctors will have to be moved from 
laiger cities to sm aller ones. 
One obstacle has been that the 
state boards of health still insist 
on a doctor’s passing their exam ­ 
inations before he starts practice. 
This is pretty hard on a doctor who 
has been out of m edical school 20 
years. It m ight be helpful if states 
would abolish this rule and prac­ 
tice reciprocity for the duration. 
The condition will not be made 
any better for m any years. In my 
own m edical school tiie Navy m edi­ 
cal service :;igned up about 75 out 
of the freshm an class of 85. These 


men will not graduate until 1945, 
nor com plete their hospital work 
until 1948. 
T hat m eans th at only 
10 physicians will enter civil prac­ 
tice in 194« from that class, and 
the situation m ust be the sam e all 
over the country. 
Young m edical m en and students ; 
com e to me and ask what kind of 
t xperience they are going to get in 
the Army or Navy. 
Based on my 
own recollection, I should say very 
good. 
I was talking to a young 
surgeon the ether day who has been 
111 the Army three m onths. He has j 
done over 250 m ajor operations in ! 
1 hat time. 
If he had gone into ’ 
private practice he would w ait 10 
years before he had that m any to | 
his credit. 
W hile we are on the subject, the 
health of the draftees has given a 
good deal of worry, but the situ ­ 
ation is not nearly as bad as it ap­ 
pears. Of those rejected, the largest 
number was for dental defects—

see Is a fuselage assembly . 
This is Chry sler'« DeSoto bomber 
plant. It. isn’t as large as the Ford 
Willow Run factory that comes to 
mind first when people in the na ­ 
tion’s motor capital talk about the 
“bomber pla nt” B ut It represents 
the mass production genius of the 
converted automobile industry In 
action. . 
The plant was in production in 
less than five m onths alter blue­ 
prints were received for the plane 
sections. 
They use an upside down assem­ 
bly line sy stem in this plant. Over­ 
head mono-ral! lines carry ' not only 
the interior sections, but also the 
sub-assemblies that go into them. 
It is really the heart of tile plane 
that moves sideway s down these 
assembly lines. As the sections pro­ 
ceed

detail. Through the 
combined ef­ 
forts of the hundreds of men and 
women 
work ers, 
a 
complicated 
maze of cable controls and miles 
of electric wiring have been in­ 
stalled. ready for use is a two-way 
radio installation; there is ais-o an 
"Intersection“ telephone sy stem 
The 
mechanisms 
for operating ! 
the de-icer’s, raising 
and lowering | 
the 
landing gear 
operating

wing flaps, controlling lights and | 
other essential controls are com- | 
plete when the sections are placed 
in end-opening freight cars or other ■ 
vehicles for shipm ent to other fac- i 
tcries for addition of wings, motors 
and propellers. 
The num ber of interior sections 
moving off the assembly ltnes :>ach 
day and the number of men and 
women speeding them on their way 
are military secrets It may be said, 
however, that mass production is an 
established tact a t this particular 
plant.

LAKE CHARLES, La —Toni Jo 
Henry balanced her chair against 
the ¿hick steel bars of her death 
cell and said she might as well 
“kick the lid off.'’ 
"Most folks wonder what goes on 
in the mind of a condemned p er­ 
son,” she said. "All right. I’ll tell 
you.” 
Toni Jo Henry. 26. a slim bru­ 
nette, is sentenced fo die here Aug. 
10 for the 1940 St Valentine day 
slaying of a Houston, Tex., sales­ 
man. 
"In the first p lace, the victim 
doesn’t return to ha int me. I never 
think of him. I’ve known all along 
it would be my life for his. I be­ 
lieve mine is worth as much to me 
as his was to him. 
I wonder 
though, sometimes, why it's legal 
now for some fellow to kill me." 
j 
She lighted a cigaret and in­ 
haled absently, fingering her cigarct 
lighter. 
Jokes About Lighter 
"That lighter Is guaranteed for 
a lifetime,” she laughed. "You know 
one p erson whose lifetime lighter 
lasted a lifetime. Funny, I never 
thought it would outlast me. Maybe 
I’ll smash it August the tenth. 
Toni Jo is a nimble conversa­ 
tionalist; 
sp eaks 
with 
a 
slight 
Sp anish accent, a tricky hangover 
"from learning to talk Tex-Mex 
when I lived in Texas.” She never 
finished grade school. 
It was in San Antonio, Tex., in 
1939 that she met Claude “Cowboy” 
Henry, a former boxer. They were 
married and Henry subsequently was 
sentenced to 50 years in a Texas 
p enitentiary for the fatal shooting 
of an officer of the law. 
Toni Jo has testified rep eatedly 
that she and her accomp lice, Fln- 
non Burks, killed Josep h P. Calla­ 
way, 42, that they might use his 
car in robbing a bank. The money 
in turn, was to be emp loyed in ef­ 
fecting "Cowboy" Henry’s release 
from p rison. 
Exp laining her husband’s p lace 
in the p attern of her crime. Toni 
Jo said: 
“I was a p rostitute at 13; a drug 
addict at 16. No one ever cared 
about me before him. That guy is 
the king of my heart. He gave me 
a home and he got that drug mon­ 
key off my back—and that diug 
monkey is a big strong thing. 
"I remember the day I told him 
1 was a cokle and the look on his 
face. He thought I Just smoked 
marijuana and grinned. But when 
I told him my train went a lot 
further than marijuana he took me 
to a hotel room and I lay there in 
bed for a week and he would come 
in now and then and ask me how 
I was doing. He’d slap my face 
with iced towels and we’d both 
laugh. 
"The 
nights 
here 
are 
mean. 
Sometimes I p ray he can get a 
letter through to me. He's smart. 
He's no Luke McOluke from Ko­ 
komo, that one. They say some 
condemned p risoners get a lot of 
grace from eating all the things 
they want Just before they go, but 
me—I'd rather- read a letter from 
him." 
Late in July, after Governor Sam 
Jones had signed her death war­ 
rant. officer? cautiously confiscated 
Toni Jo’s scissors and a wealth of 
other sewing imp lements. 
"They exp ected me to blow my 
top ," she said. Then, waving at 
the 
mirror over 
her death-cell 
dresser: 
"I could cut my throat out with 
that stuff. It never oocurs to me. 
1 don't even think of harming Burks 
any more. He blamed everything 
on me, Burks did. But now we’re 
both going to die. I wish he didn't 
have to go. His mother is alive 
and mine isn’t. And the Bible says 
an eye for an eye; it doesn’t say 
two eves for an eye." 
No date has yet been set for the 


.( ar t e r

execution of Burks. He, too, was 
sentenced in '5940. 
"I think condemned p ersons fret 
more about losing contact with 
human beings tlian anything el e. 
You feel so out of it. It’s more 
than these bars; it’s more like a 
hellish battle with long distance 
when she won't give you a number 
—anybody's number -not even one 
friendly human being's number. You 
get so cold and p retty soon you're 
a freak even to yourself.” 
Gives Gruesome Details 
She, with Burns, was hitch-hiking 
along a Texas highway when Gang­ 
way p icked them up . They a d m it­ 
tedly threatened him with guns 
crammed him 
into 
the 
lug; ^e 
comp artment of his car and dro v e 
to a rice field seven miles south of 
Lake Charles. Dragged across the 
bleak frown stubble of the field, 
the salesman was told to p ray. Toni 
Jo shot him above the right eye as 
he knelt naked beside a straw stack 
"I'm still not sure why we took 
his clothes," she said. 
“I said once, and I say now it 
seemed that would delay p ursuit. 
I’m telling you I shot him, because 
it’s no good lying now. Burks didn't 
do it. Sometimes I wonder why I 
didn't knock the man unconscious 
instead, but it was like being drunk 
real drunk. 
Ever p ull something 
when 
you were 
drunk and that 
something seemed the cutest thing 
in the world, but it was the awful- 
est? Well, me I was drunk with 
p ressure. I told you about my hus­ 
band ... 
"I always kr.ew there was a god 
running the show. But I thought 
maybe I could steal Just one little 
act.” 
Barring unexp ected intervention 
by Governor Jones, she will be the 
first white woman to die by elec­ 
trocution in Louisiana, but Toni Jo 
still can wisecrack. 
When the p hotograp her had come 
to take p erhap s the last p ictures of 
her, as he wrestled with focua-p oc- 
us rituals p eculiar to cameramen, 
she said: 
"I've smiled twice, mister. 
You 
haven’t shot yet. Have you any idea 
how much talent Is being wasted 
here today?”
